Private Letters from Drefden dated Dec. 2, N.S. %n- 
form us, that his Polifh Majefty as Elector of Saxony is 
on the point of acceding to the Detenfive Treaty between 
their Britannick and Pruſſian Majefties, and on that ac- 
count has determin’d to keep up his prefent Army of 
40,000 Men, and to augment the Corps of Ulans, which 
confifts at prefeot of three, to five thoufand. 

The fame Letters had a Confirmation of Prince Lob- 
kowitz having blockaded Prague, and add, that a conta- 
geous Diftemper makes great Havock in Egra, amongtt 
both the Garifon and the Townfmen ; that the Provifions 
taken by the Auftrians will enable them to ftreighten both 
that Place and Prague much fooner than otherwife they 
could have done, and that it is apprehended neither can 
poflibly hold out this Winter. 

From Ratisbon they write, that the Report of an Ac- 
tion between Baron Berenclau and Marfhal Seckendorff 
ftrongly prevalls, and that the latter bas been forced to 
retire into Munich. Thefe Letters are dated.Nov. 30, 
NS. and agree with Advices from Vienna ot the 24th, 
which fay Baron Berenclau had inform’d the Court by an 
Exprefs, that he had receiv’d a considerable Reinforce- 
ment, that it was impradticable for the French to join 
Seckendorff, and that he was on the point of marching 
to attack him. The fame Letters trom Ratisbon fay, 
Marfhal Broglio had order’d the Freach Army to repafs 
the Ifer. 

It may be depended upon that his Pruſſian Majefty has 
difpofed all things for making an early Campaign in the 
Spring, when it is not doubted the whole Force of Ger- 
many will be exerted againft its natural Enemies, in ſup- 
port of its own Freedom.
